1. States either directly or through appropriate international organizations shall 
actively promote the development of the marine scientific and technologicel capacity 
of developing States, including lLand—locked and geographically disedvantazed 
States ~/ in consonance with their economy and needs, with regard to the exploraficn, 
exploitation, conservation and manegcnont of marine resources, the preservation of 
the marine environment and the equitable and legitimate uscos of ocean space 
; oc (atible with this Convention, with a view to accelerating their social and 
eq jmic devolopment. 
2. To this end, States, ocithor directly or through appropriate intcrnational 
organizations, shall, inter adda: 
(a) promote the acquisition, cvaluation and dissemination of marine scientific and 
technological knowledge anc. development of appropriate marine tochnology; 
(ob) facilitate the transfor of morinc scientific technology and the development of 
the necessary technological infrastructure in consonance with ‘the econony and 
‘necds of the recipicnt country 3 
(c) promote the development of human resources through training and education and 
especially the training of national personnel of a Lesser developed Stata; 
(a) facilitate access to scicntific and technological information. and data; 
(c) promote international co-operation at all levels, particularly at the regicnal,

The International "Authority" shall, within itg competence, ensure: 
1. that adequate provisions are made in its legal arrangements with juridical and 
tatural persons engaged in marine scientific activities, the oxploration of the 
international Area, the exploitation of its resources and related activities to take 
m under training as members of the managerial, sciontific and technical’ staff 
ronstituted for these purposes, nationals of developing Statee whether coastal,

(a) training and educational progrannes at all levels on various aspects of marine 

» selentific and technological research , particularly marine biology, ineluding 

consorvation and managencnt of living resources, oceanography, hydrography, 

enginecring > ecology, sca-bed mining and desalination technologics; 

(b) managenent studics; 

(c) study programmes related to the preservation of the marine environment and 
the control of pollution; 

(a) organization of regional sominars, conferences and symposia; 

(e) acquisition and precossing of marine scicntific and technological data and 
information, in order to sorve as regional data Con Eeny 

(f£) prompt disscmination of results cof marine scientific and technological 
research in readily available publications; . 

(ze) serving as a repository cf marino technologies for the Statcs of the region 
covering both patented and non-patented technologies and know-how; and 

(h) technical co-operation to the countries of the rogion, 

4. When a regional approach is adepted regarding the transfor of technology, 
particular attcntion shall be yaid te the special intercsts, necds and scientific and 
Cc cal priorities cf each cf the countries which forn a part of such a region.
